The news of the death of the 
Rt. Revd.° Bishop Reynaud, of 
Chekiang, will be received with 
profound sorrow and regret by the’ 
whole Catholic community of 
China, ‘for he: was one of the 
Church’s most beloved and revered 
workers in thé Far East.
